of l.aboi1 held a protracted executive ses- 
sion Monday afternoon and issued a man- 
ifexto signed by President Gompera. After 
denouncing all who do not yield to his 
views as enemies of those who work Mr.

"The executive council of the American 


Federation of Labor having selected tho

pathetic strikes; rather remain at your 
work and aid tlie carpenters and joiners to 
win in the contest. To the carpenters and 
joiners my advice is to demand and. insist 
upon the enforcement of the eight-hour 
work day. 


Turn Out on May 1. 


"It, is not a matter of theory, it is a posi- 


tive fact that the question of wages and 
conditions will regulate itself, and to your 
benefit, as soon us tho eight-hour work 
day has been in operation.
